OF  THE  EDUCATION  COIVMITTEE 


Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 


In  presenting  ny  twenty-eighth  Annual  Report,  the  49th  of 
the  series,  on  the  work  of  the  School  Health  Service  during  1954, 

I am  glad  to  say  that  certain  shortcomings  in  the  Service  referred 
to  in  the  past,  have  been  made  good. 

Firstly,  an  additional  intake  on'  the  medical  side  has 
enabled  more  routine  medical  inspections  than  have  been  possible 
for  some  years. 

Secondly,  the  long-awaited  provision  of  Special  Day  School 
accommodation  for  educationally  sub-normal  pupils  became  reality 
when  Four  Lanes ^ End  School  was  opened  in  May.  A report  of  its 
first  seven  months  working  by  Mr.  Duerden,  the  Head  Teacher, 
appears  in  the  body  of  the  Report, 

Thirdly,  a full-time  Speech  Clinic  began  under  the  direction 
of  Miss  D.  Aspin  immediately  on  completing,  as  a special  bursaiy 
student,  the  three  years’  Speech  Therapy  Course.  The  shortage  of 
speech  therapists  (as  of  all  medical  auxiliaries)  makes  it  evident 
that  the  only  means  of  securing  them  for  Local  Authority  Service 
in  areas  such  as  ours  is  by  means  of  bursaries.  For  this  reason 
the  Education  Committee  have  approved  the  extension  of  bursary 
grants  to  would-be  physiotherapists,  Speech  Therapists  and 
Orthoptists,  with  a ’’tie-doTO”  clause  to  the  Authority  on 
completion  of  training.  This. is  a good  insurance  policy  against 
shortage  in  these  spheres. 

The  Health  Visitor/School  Nurse  situation  is  not  too  rosy 
and  has  only  been  ’’kept  going”  by  the  engagement  of  nurses 
v/ithout  the  Health  Visitors’  qualification.  Although  the  Health 
Authority  subsidises  the  attendance  of  selected  nurses  on  Health 
Visitor  Training  Courses  this  source  has  not  completed  the 
establishment  and  has  only  been  sufficient  to  make  good  normal 
’’wantage” . 


The  Orthoptic  Department  is  also  understaffed,  but  deficien- 
cies will,  I anticipate,  be  made  good  during  1955  (as  I write  this 
Report  establishment  has  improved  and  now  stands  at  66  per  cent). 

A much  needed  want  was  filled  in  April  by  the  appointment  of 
a part-time  consultant  orthodontist,  L,  C,  G-.  Hodgkins,  L.  Do  S., 
who  is  also  on  the  staff  of  the  Liverpool  Dental  Hospital.  He 
attends  the  Victorj.a  Street  dental  clinic  once  weekly  and  there 
deals  with  major  cases  of  dental  deformity  in  need  of  specialised 
treatment.  His  report  is  embodied  under  that  of  the  ’’Dental  Section”, 

Mr.  H,  Yates,  the  Principal  Dental  Officer  since  192?^ 
retired  in  November.  I thank  him  for  his  personal  co-operation  and 
help  covering  a period  of  27  years,  and  v/ish  him  a long  and  happy 
retirement.  He  was  succeeded  by  Mr,  J.  Rigby,  who  has  been  a member 
of  the  staff  since  1937, 

The  year  has  been  one  of  quiet  progress  as  this  report  shows. 

We  are  now  up  to  establishment  as  regards  medical  staff,  our  special- 
ised clinics  work  smoothly  and  have,  in  fact,  been  extended  vvithout 
any  neglect  of  routine  work,  personal  kncw/ledge  of  work  in  Boroughs 
comparable  to  Blackburn  and  perusal  of  Reports  from  all  over  the 
OountiY^  convinces  me  that  our  services  give  cause  for  quiet  satis- 
faction and  show  Y/hat  can  be  done  if  Gomnittees  (and  those  responsible 
to  them)  appreciate  possibilities  for  improvement  and ’then  convert 
them  into  probabilities  and  actualities. 

During  the  year,  1195  school  children  under  the  age  of  7 3^ears 
v/ere  ’’jelly  patch  tested”  to  find  out  which  of  them  gave  evidence  of 
tubercular  infection  and,  if  positive,  the  source  of  "the  trouble. 

Of  children  tested,  6,5  per  cent  showed  evidence  of  infection  at  some 
time  or  other,  but  in  no  case  had  we  discovered  (by  December  31st), 
any  previously  unkno^Yn  course  of  infection.  A detailed  analysis  of 
findings  is  contained  in' the  Health  Report  as  the  scheme  is  provided 
under  the  National  Health  and  not  Education  Act. 

I would  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  staff 
for  their  assistance  and  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  courtesy 
accorded  me  by  members  of  the  Education  Committee,

The  rateable  value  of  the  Borough  on  3'^st  March  1954  was 
£7795  177-  The  cost  of  medical  inspection  and  treatment  in  both 
primary  and  Secondary  Schools  for  the  twelve  months  ended 
31st  March  1954;  was  £15,6945  conpared  with  £15,355  in  the  previous 
year.  The  Government  grant  ms’ 6C^  of  the  expenditure  less  income; 
hence  the  nett  cost  to  the  rs.tes  77as  £6  278, 

The  cost  of  the  School  Medical  Service  for  1953/54  per  child 
on  the  school  rolls  was  £l  Os.  5d,  gross  and  £-  8s . 2d,  nett,  and 
the  cost  expressed  as  a penny  rate  v/as  4.83d,  gross  and  1,938.,  nett.

SECTION  ONE 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION 


The  improvement  in  medical  staffing  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  year  has  enabled  a greater  number  of  routine  medical  inspections. 

In  the  Report  for  1953  I summarised  the  changes  consequent 
upon  the  School  Health  Service  and  Handicapped  pupils  Regulations, 

1953,  which, interalia,  altered  routine . medical  examination  procedure 
by  permitting  examinations  additional  to  the  three  medical  inspections 
which  had  hitherto  been  of:-  , • 

Entrants , ■ during  the  Winter  ‘term,'' 

. Intemeddates , during  the  Summer  term, 
and  Leavers,  during  the  Easter 'term. 

' This  was  a reasonably  .satisf  actory  method  of  dealing  with 
inspections,  apart  from  it  having  debarred  many  children  in  the. 

"Leave r’V  group  from,  obtaining  treatment  before  they  left  school.  On 
the  other  hand,  infectious  disease  and  colds  are  most  prevalent, 
particularly  so  amongst  those  of  tender  years,  during  the  early  months 
of  the  year.  For  this  reason  September  to  December  was  considered  the 
best  period  duri?ig  Y/hich  to  examine  "Entrants"  to  ensure  that  as  many 
as  possible  co^ild  be  examined  soon  after  starting  school  life. 

The  g0.p  betY/een  the  examination  of  an  "Entrant"  and  that  of  the 
"Intemediate"  v/as  too  great.  For  instance,  many  entrants  of,  say, 

4 to  6 years,  .cannot'  read  their  letters,  and  until  now,  they  have  not 
been  examined  ab  regards  vision  until  age  10.  , In  the  meantime,  unless 
the  School  Nurse  can  make  special  visits  to  school  for  "Vision  Testing" , 
some  children  may  develop  eye  defects  v\;hich  are  not  discovered  at  all, 
or,  at  best,  only  Y/hen  the  visual  defect  lias  become  obvious  to  parents 
and  teachers.  The  same  principle  could  apply  to  other  defects. 

Increased  intake  ; of  medical  staff  has  eased  the'- position  and, 
bet\/veen  September  and  December,  1954,  all  "Entrants"  and  "Leavers" 
were  examined,  whilst  a start  was  made  on  the  "Intermediate"  group, 
thus  making  possible  the  inclusion  of  another  group  for  the  first 
time,  the  eight-year  old. 
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The  follomng  table,  giving  coiriparative  figures  since  1947, 
shows  the  large  increase  in  numbers  examined..

Inspection  Clinics 

The  Inspection  Clinic  at  which  the  Assistant  School  Medical 
Officer  examines  children  refe3rred  for  special  examination  by 
parents,  teachers,  school  nurses,  school  welfare  officers,  or  from 
school  medical  inspection,  is  held  on  Wednesday  aftemoons  and 
Saturday  mornings. 

During  the  yeair  857  children  paid  1170  visits  to  the  97 
Inspection  Clinics  which  were  held.

Visual  Defects 


The  Authority  has  continued  to  use  the  Supplementary 
Ophthailmic  Service  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  for  the  supply 
of  spectacles  to  school  children. 

During  1954,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-one  atten- 
dances were  made  at  one  hundred  and  forty- two  Ophthalmic  sessions. 

Of  these  attenders,  four  hundred  and  t^venty-three  were  ne?/  cases; 
spectacles  v/ere  prescribed  for  seven  hundred  and  two  children* 


Orthoptic  Clinic 

During  the  year  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight 
children  attended  for  treatment.  Of  these,  five  hundred  and  eighty- 
three  were  Borough  cases,  whilst  the  remainder  were  cases  referred 
by  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

Although  the  approved  establishment  is  three  Orthoptists  one 
only  was  eirployed  at  the  31st  December. 

During  the  year,  eighty-six  children  were  operated  upon, 
whilst  one  hundred  and  seventy-three  were  placed  on  the  waiting  list 
for  operation.

Cleansing  Centre 

Forty-six  children  were  referred  to  the  Cleansing  Centre  for 
treatment  of  ”nit”  and  ’’pediculi”.  infestation,  whilst  five  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seven  treatments  were  given  in  school,  making  a 
total  of  five  thousand,  eight,  hundred  sgid  fifty-three  children 
treated  during  the  year. 


Speech  Clinic 


In  September  the  Speech  Clinic  v/as  opened  under  the  direction 
of  a full-tin^  speech  therapist , Miss  D.  AspiUo  New  equipment  provi- 
ded has  included  a tape  recorder  which  is  already  proving  a valuable 
acquis it ion. 

In  her  report  Miss  Aspin  has  stated:- 


“Children  visit  the  clinic  once  each  week  for  approximately  half 
an  hour,  except  in  a small  number  of  cases  where  there  are  two 
members  of  the  same  family  attending  with  defective  speech; 
dyslalics  are  treated  individual!;'*  VJhenever  possible,  stammerers 
have  been  grouped  according  to  age,  into  threes  and  fours* 

The  rest,  however,  are  taken  individually*  Friday  afternoons 
have  been  devoted  to  school  and  home  visits.” 


At  i]:5r  request  Miss  Aspin  is  visiting  all  schools  served  by  the 
School  Health  Service  and,  altogether,  made  40  visits  to  infants*  and 
junior  schools  between  September  and  December.  Miss  Aspin  reports 
that  contact  with  head  teachers  has  proved  most  helpful  and  satis- 
factory and  that  in  fact  teachers  were  most  co-operative  and  anxious 
that  their  pupils  should  derive  full  benefit  from  this  service,  A 
talk  to  school  teachers  on  speech  therapy/-  has  been  arranged  for  the 
New  Year.  Between  September  and  December  747  treatment  sessions 
?/ere  held,  70  children  attending  for  the  purpose.  In  all  150  parents 
were  interviewed.

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The  Clinic  is  held  at  Barton  Street  School^  premises  scarcely 
ideal  for  the  purpose.  They  are  some  distance  from  the  Health 
Department,  noisy,  lack  adequate  accommodation  for  the  storage  of 
material,  are  multi-purpose,  being  used  during  the  day  as  a gymna- 
sium and  for  other  educational  purposes.  The  constant  traffic  and 
noise  during  v/orking  hours  does  not  aid  the  ’’relaxation"  which  forms 
an  integral  part  of  certain  types  of  speech  therapy. 

Hov/ever,  it  was  the  only  place  available  for  the  Clinic  and 
we  are  glad  to  have  it,  but  if  and  Y/hen  the  proposed  extension  of 
the  Victoria  Street  premises  takes  place  it  is  hoped  to  find  better 
quarters  ae  a result  of  a general  ’’re-shuffle’’  of  the  Health  and 
School  Medical  Departments  at  present  housed  in  Victoria  Street. 
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SECTION  THREE 


DENTAL  INSPECTION  AND  TREATMENT 


I am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  Rigby,  L.D.S.,  Principal  Dental  Officer, 
for  the  following  report  on  the  work  of  the  School  Dental  Service 
during  195A:~ 


"Elxcept  for  the  last  two  months  of  the  year,  there  was  a staff 
of  three  full  time  dental  surgeons. 


The  general  condition  of  the  childrens*  teeth  does  not  show  any 
marked  improvement,  and  there  is,  if  anything,  an  increase  in  the  incid- 
ence of  caries. 


In  order  that  more  difficult  cases  of  tooth  irregularity  could  be 
treated,  a part-time  Orthodontist  was  appointed  at  the  beginning  of  April 
and  attends  the  clinic  for  one  session  each  week.  Cases  are  referred  to 
him  by  the  School  Dental  Officers  and  he,  in  turn,  enlists  the  services 
of  the  Speech  Therapist,  where  necessary  and  refers  certain  patients  to 
the  Ear,  Nuse  and  Throat  Consultant. 


Owing  to  the  prolonged  nature  of  the  work  it  is  necessary  to 
obtain  the  full  co-operation  uf  both  children  and  parents,  and  all  conser- 
vative treatment  should  be  completed  before  any  straightening  of  the  teeth 
is  contemplated.  If  this  is  not  carried  out,  there  is  inevitably  a 
considerable  waste  of  time  and  money  which  could  be  devoted  to  more 
deserving  cases.  A full  report  of  the  working  of  this  clinic  follows. 


As  will  be  observed  from  the  figures  below  a large  proportion  of 
the  more  simple  regulation  cases  are  carried  iUt  by  the  authority* s dental 
surgeons. 


There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  dressings,  due  mainly 
to  the  number  of  patients  being  referred  for  X-Ray  by  the  Orthodontist; 
the  taking  of  impressions  for  study  models  for  these  children  also  augments 
these  figures. 


A Start  has  been  made  on  making  appointments  for  children  attending 
secondary  modern,  technical  and  grammar  schools,  after  school  hours*  To 
date  it  has  been  found  that  about  four  out  of  five  keep  these  appointments. 


It  would  appear  that  more  treatment  Is  tjelng  carried  out  than  hitherto 
by  private  practitioners  In  the  General  Dental  Service,  especially  on  children 
In  the  higher  age  groups  - i.e.  from  eleven  upwards*  This  trend  has  become 
more  noticeable  In  the  past  two  or  three  years* 


During  the  year,  sixty  four  Primary  Schorls  and  ten  Secondary  Schools 
were  dentally  Inspected* 


In  conclusion,  may  I thank  the  teaching  staff  for  their  ready  co-operation 
and  help  both  in  the  matter  of  inspections  and  appointments."

The  follov/ing  report  on  the  Orthodontic  Clinic  is  given  by 
the  Orthodontic  Surgeon,  Mr,  L.  C.  0.  Hodgkins,  L.D.S, 


4 

’’Between  6th  April  and  31st  December,  195t»  twenty-nine  sessions  have  been 
held. 


There  are  thirty-eight  patients  undergoing  either  active  orthodontic 
treatment  or  observation,  whilst  fifteen  patients  are  awaiting  treatment. 
The  waiting  period  is  approximately  two  to  three  months. 

Altogether,  one  hundred  and  fifty-four  patients  attended;  ten 
patients  failed  to  attend  because  of  illness. 

Appliances  fitted  numbered  twenty-three  and  one  case  was 
completed. 

Several  cases  were  referred  to  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Specialist 
for  his  advice  and  assistance  in  obtaining  a clear  nasal  air-way,  and 
the  assistance  of  the  Speech  Therapist  was  sought  with  a view  to  helping 
several  patients  to  correct  atypical  forms  of  speech  and  tongue  action  on 
swallowing. 

Ninety  x-ray  photographs  were  taken  by  the  Authority's  Dental 
Surgeons  and  these  have  been  an  invaluable  aid  to  treatment. 

Most  patients  are  long  term  cases,  which  will  require  between  three 
and  four  years'  treatment.  This  treatment  , is  not  immediately  started  in 
every  case,  because  certain  patients  are  deferred  until  growth  changes 
have  taken  place;  such  patients  attend  regularly  for  observation. 

Appliances  are  not  fitted  automatically  for  every  new  patient 
attending;  apart  from  observation  cases,  attention  is  paid  to  the 
correction  of  bad  habits  - e.g.  faulty  tongue  action,  thumb  and  flng,^ 
sucking,  faulty  lip  posture,  etc.,  and  the  institution  of  good  oral 
hygiene,  which  is  very  Important  in  orthodontic  treatment. 

The  help  afforded  by  the  clinic  Dental  Surgeons  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  study  models  and  the  taking  of  x-rays  is  very  much  appreciated 
by  the  Orthodontist  and  results  in  a considerable  saving  of  clinic  time.”

Ascertainment 


The  arrangements  for  the  ascertainment  of  pupils  requiring 
special  educational  treatment  are  covered  in  my  Report  for  1953* 


Special  School  Provision 

Pour  Lanes’  End  School  for  educationally  subnormal  pupils  was 
opened  in  May,  195A.  There  are  now  three  special  schools  provided: 
"by  the  Authority,  the  others  being  an  Open  Air  School  for  delicate 
children  and  one  for  partially  sighted  pupils,  at  Blackamoor  and  the 
Corporation  Park  respectively. 

Partially  blind  pupils  are  admitted  to  the  school  for 
partially  sighted  pupils  in  the  Corporation  Park.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  17  children  (8  boys  and  9 gi^f’ls)  within  the  age  range  of  7 to  . 
15  were  in  attendance. 

I am  indebted  to  Mrs.  M,  Thompson,  the  teacher,  for  the 
follov/ing  report  covering  activities  of  this  class. 


”The  aga  range  children  in  attendance  Is  great,  being  from  seven 
tc  fifteen,  and  even  mere  varied  are  the  aptitudes,  mental  capacities  and 
general  attainments  of  these  handicapped  children*  They  are  essentially 
Individuals  in  er/ery  way  and  call  for  individual  attention  In  all  the 
basic  subjects*  Werk  can  be  and  is  done  collectively  in  Music,  Physical 
Training.  Rh^d^lmlc  Movement  and  Dancing,  and  also  in  Dramatic  Work  and 
Gardening;  but  jnly  slow  attention  to  each  one  separately  in  the  number 
work  of  Ar-ltbmetio,  English  and  Handwork  is  possible.  On  the  other  hand, 
group  work  in  tables  and  Practical  Arltlinetic  is  done. 


Llstening-to  broadcasts  to  schools  is  carried  cut  by  groups  the 
whole  sch-^cl  according  to  the  suitability  rf  material.  Music  broadcasts 
are  followed  by  all,  but  Geography  and  seme  English  broadcasts  are 
attempted  b?''  small  groups  while  the  rest  of  the  scholars  work  at  some 
individual  activity.  It  will  be  appreciated  how  difficult  this  is  t«  rwn 
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anocth3y  In  a school  of  one  room  on3y  with  one  teacher  onily  who  must 
be  attending  to  the  broadcasts  and  yet  be  ready  to  keep  an  eye  on  and 
give  help  to  the  ones  working  independently.  Also,  there  is  the 
distraction  caused  by  one  group  to  the  other  by  Inquisitiveness, 
inability  to  work  silently,  or  just  the  desire  to  have  frequent 
attention. 


With  regard  to  Reading  practice  - this  is  done  regularly  for  short 
periods  en  special  adjustable  reading  desks  from  books,  for  the  younger 
or  immature  readers  at  least,  of  large  clear  type.  Unfortunately,  when 
hooks  of  more  advanced  stories  and  subject  material  are  required,  it  is 
Impossible  at  present  to  acquire  copies  in  the  same  good  clear  print. 
Still,  the  older  children  seem  to  read  with  more  and  more  interest,  and 
make  an  exclamation  of  joy  when  told  they  can  read  for  pleasure. 


Dramatic  work  is  enjoyed  by  all,  even  though  it  is  necessary  for 
the  older  and  more  mentally  developed  girls  to  give  of  their  best  in 
childish  plays  in  orxier  that  the  young  may  be  catered  for  in  works  of 
their  understanding  and  appreciation.  This  state  of  affairs  is  encoun- 
tered again  in  the  teaching  of  songs.  The  younger  ones  are  so  few  that 
they  need  the  assistance  of  the  more  mature  voices  to  help  the  unmusical 
voices  cf  about  a quarter  of  the  total  nuraberl  And  so,  though  some 
more  advanced  songs  are  taught  to  the  older  group,  the  young  ones  do  not 
like  to  be  left  out,  and  the  result  often  is  that  everybody  sings 
everything. 


The  work  attempted  in  the  Partially-Sighted  School  is  very 
similar  to  that  of  an  ordinary  school,  but  in  more  varying  levels,  with 
more  frequent  changes  and  with  m-jre  bias  on  oral  reproduction  than  on 
written.  However,  it  is  felt  that  children  must  be  helped  to  fit  Into 
an  ordinary  school  if  vision  allows,  or  at  any  rate  to  fit  into  the 
world  in  the  fullest  way  possible.  Hence  the  children  are  taught  to 
express  themselves  orally  and  spealc  clearly  through  speech  training  and 
dramatic  work,  and  also  to  vrite  down  their  thoughts  in  as  good ''a 
manner  as  they  can  acquire. 


The  children  are  also  taught  to  shop  and  reckon  up  their  accounts 
from  shopping  lists  which  thd/  have  read  before  » buying*  the  articles  at 
our  self-help  shop;  totalling  the  costs  and  obtaining  correct  change 
from  the  Cash  Desk  help  to  make  Arithmetic  real  to  them.  Buses  are 
•ridden*  to  and  from  tovm  with  a conductor  who  Issues  tickets,  gives 
change  and  then  balances  his  takings  and  tickets  sold  at  the  end  of  the 
session.  Alongside  this  play  method  Arithmetic  is  practised  as  in 
other  schools. 


Some  written  English  Exercises  are  worked  individually  by  the 
older  group,  while  stories  are  listened  to  by  the  younger  vT  less 
skilled  children,  to  be  later  re-produced  orally  or  illustrated  in  the 
Art  lesson. 
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At  first  the  young  new  recruits  are  afraid  to  try  to  express 
themselves  in  paint,  crayon  or  plasticine,  and  take  refuge  behind 
»I  can't. » But  this  state  of  affairs  slowly  changes  and  they  come 
forward  more  readily  with  ‘This  is  a bus,*  or  ‘This  is  a tree*  or  a 
‘television  aerial.'  It  is  helpful  at  first  to  perform  paper  cutting 
and  tearing  or  modelling  with  them  to  encourage  them  to  try  for  them- 
selves. Their  eyes  have  missed  so  much  that  they  need  opportunity  to 
look  at  or  feel  objects,  or  representations  of  objects  more  closely. 


The  older  children,  being  encouraged  to  work  as  normally  as  they 
would  in  an  ordinary  school  - but  at  their  own  speed  and  level,-  really 
show  enjoyment  and  enthusiasm  at  their  achievement,  and  some  have  even 
acquired  a sense  of  delight  in  the  presentation  of  their  work.  Music 
is  their  great  love,  and  musical  interpretation  through  movement  and 
Country  Dancing  is  entered  into  with  much  enthusiasm,  joy  and  feeling, 
this  is  an  opportunity  for  all  to  do  well  and  foster  a feeling  of 
happiness.  Following  such  lessons  the  children  are  content  to  settle 
down  again  to  something  which  calls  for  as  much  effort,  even  though  not 
yielding  tlie  same  amount  of  satisfaction. 


With  my  small  school  I an  still  of  the  opinion  that  with  patience, 
perseverance  and  understanding  ef  the  children,  it  is  possible  to  win 
them  over  to  make  great  effort,  and  to  try  to  achieve  better  results 
which  are  more  satisfying  to  themselves.  So  long  as  type  of  occupation 
is  changed  to  rest  the  eyes,  and  the  children  are  not  reminded  that  they 
have  any  defect,  they  can  be  trained  to  make  the  full  use  of  the  powers 
they  have,  and  so  develop  as  normally  as  possible.”-

Open  Air  School.  Forty-five  children  were  admitted,  and 

forty-four  discharged  during  the  year,  one  hundred  and  eight  "being 
in  attendance  at  the  end  of  1954-.  The  average  duration  of  atten- 
dance of  those  discharged 'Was  two  5^ears  one  month,  and  the  average 
increase  in  weight  v/as  iZ-f  lbs.

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Pupils  are  selected  for  admission  by  the  School  Medical 
Officer,  who  re-examines  them  on  admission  to  the  school  and  at 
regular  intervals  thereafter*  During  the  year,  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-three  such  inspections  were  made. 

Each  child  has  milk  Mvice  a day,  a hot  mid-day  meal  and  there 
is  a daily  rest  period  of  one  hour.  All  have  emulsion  or  extract 
of  malt  every  day,  v/hilst  ten  children -have  been  treated  with 
fersolate  tablets  twice  a day.  Fifteen  children  have  undergone 
courses  of  adexolin,and  thirty-five  iron  tonic. 

Children  suffering  from  Asthma  and  certain  Bronchitics  have 
breathing  exercises  twice  a week  from  one  of  the  Health  Department 
physiotherapists.  Thirty-seven  children  v/ere  also  given  postural 
exercises  by  the  physical  Training  Organiser  employed  by  the 
Education  Committee. 

Minor  ailments  are  treated  by  the  School  Nurse  v/ho  also 
superintends  the  v/eekly  sho¥/er  bath  of  each  child.  Every  child 
is  v/eighed  at  least  once  a month.  During  the  year,  the  School 
Medical  Officer  also  attended  one  hundred  and  tv/o  minor  ailments, 
v/hilst  the  Principal  School  Dental  Officer  made  two  tours  ¥/ith 
the  Mobile  Unit  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  and  treatment. 

The  S^chool  Nurse  also  carried  out  regular  cleanliness 
inspections.  During  the  year,  fifty- one  children  v/ith  nits  ¥;ere 
treated  vmth  D.D.T.  hair  emulsion. 

Attendances  during  1954  were  satisfactory.  The  average 
attendance  ¥/as  148.8,  the  highest  Vveekly  percentage  of  average 
attendance  being  93*8  per  cent. 

Educationally  Subnormal  pupils.  I stated  in  ny  Report 
for  1953  that  Ministry  permission  had  been  obtained  for  the  re- 
opening of  Pour  Lanes’  End  Primary  School  as  a Special  Day  School 
for  educationally  subnormal  pupils.  The  school  opened  in  May  of 
the  year  under  reviev/  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  1 00  children 
(58  boys  and  42  girls)  ¥/ere  in  attendance. 
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I append  a report  by  Mr,  P,  Duerden,  Head  Teacher,  on  the  work 
and  activities  of  the  school  during  its  first  year.  This  school  has, 
during  its  short  existence,  done  very  good  v/ork  for  v/hich  great  credit 
is  due  to  Mr.  Duerden  and  his  enthusiastic  staff,  particularly’  so  for 
the  effective  v/ay  they  dealt  with  initial  ’’teething  trouble”. 


"The  School  was  opened  in  May,  195^  with  51  pupils  a^ed  7+  to.  13+  trrm 
all  types  of  schools,  and  with  a full  staff  of  two  male  assistants,  three 
female  assistants  and  a headmaster*  The  pupils  were  allocated  to  five  classes 
t>y  age,  provision  being  made  for  the  abscrptltn  of  further  children  to  a 
maximum  of  iDO  as  they  were  ascertained.  During  the  first  term,  2k  more 
children  were  admitted,  and  by  the  beginning  of  the  Autumn  term  the  full  comp- 
lement of  loo  were  in  attendance*  The  age  range  at  that  time  was

A great/ of  thought  and  attention  is  given  to  the  social  climate  of  the 
school,  and  to  creating  conditions  which  will  encourage  the  development  of  the 
personality  of  the  individual  child  and  give  him  adequate  opportunities  for  self- 
expression#  Emphasis  is  being  placed  on  self-respect,  confidence,  social  poise 
and  self-reliance  within  an  organised  unit,  and  a 'sense  of  community  is  being 
fostered# 


A comprehensive  record  of  each  child,  both  inside  and  outside  school,  is 
being  built  up,  and  valuable  help  is  being  given  by  the  Principal  Officers  of  the 
various  bodies  who  are  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  children#  This  infomiation 
and  the  diagnostic  tests  carried  out  on  entry  are  in  many  cases  indicating  the 
possible  causes  of  specific  or  general  disabilities  and  forming  the  basis  of  much 
of  the  remedial  teaching. 
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As  yet  there  have  been  no  cases  of  deascertainment  but  four  children 
have  secured  places  in  Residential  Schools*  The  vacancies  thus  created  have 
been  immediately  filled  from  the  waiting  list  v^hloh  is  being  built  up  by  the 
Medical  Officers*  ' 


As  little  was  known  of  the  background  and  capabilities  of  the  children 
before  entry  the  detailed  organisation  and  internal  working  of  the  school  have 
been  left  somewhat  flexible  to  allow  for  adaptations  and  changes  of  direction  as 
the  need  arises*  On  these  lines  a complete  timetable  has  been  in  operation 
since  the  school  opened,  although  this  has,  in  some  measure,  been  limited  by  the 
time  taken  to  build  up  equipnent.  One  activity  only  has  been  largely  non- 
effective.  The  acquisition  of  a garden  site  has  been  inordinately  delayed 
despite  the  efforts  of  the  Local  Education  Authority  and,  in  consequence, 
gardening  has  been,  of  necessity,  largely  a theoretical  subject  since  the -school 
opened.  In  other  respects  the  school  has  been  well  equipped  and,  within  the 
limits  of  the  existing  fabric,  well  adapted  ty  the  Authority.  The  deficiences 
of  furniture  and  equipment  are  entirely  due  to  financial  considerations  and 
delays  In  delivery  by  manufacturers. 


Results,  Regular  tests  in  basic  subjects  will  be  given  at  regular  intervals. 

The~Tirst  of  these  tests  in  Reading -has  been  completed  and  a summary  of  the 
results  is  appended.  In  evaluating  these  results  it  has  been  borne  in  mind 
that  some  of  the  improvement  is  due  to  the  emotional  adjustment  of  the  child. 

The  corresponding  Number  test  is  not  yet  completed  but  the  indications  are  that 
a somewhat  similar  result  will  be  shown. 


From  personal  observation  and  reports  from  parents  and  adults  who  are  in 
contact  with  the  children  outside  school  It  is  obvious  that  there  has  been  a 
great  improvement  already  in  their  general  attitude,  oiiotional  adjustment  and 
social  relations.  There  is  still  a long  way  to  travel  but  the  start  is  encour- 
aging 'and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  this  aspect  of  the  remedial  work  In 
this  school  will  prove  to  be  of  more  value  than  the  more  tangible  training  In 
specific  subjects. 


As  was  to  be  expected  the  difficulties  in  the  early  life  of  this  school 
have  been  more  complex  and  diverse  than  in  an-  ordinary  school  since  many  of  than 
could  not  be  anticipated*  It  is  possible  to  overcome  tangible  difficulties  as 
they  arise,  but  many  et  the  individual  difficulties  are  of  a different  nature 
and  can  only  be  resolved  by  the  child’s  personal  mental  readjustment.  The 
remedy  for  this  kind  of  difficulty  cannot  be  precisely  defined  in  schemes  of 
work  nor  results  evaluated  by  testing*  The  solution  lies  in  the  realisation 
that  the  problem  exists. 


I feel  that  with  the  help  and  encouragement  of  the  Authority  and  the 
devoted  work  of  my  staff  a good  foundation  has  been  laid  and  that  from  now  on 
this  school  will  increasingly  justify  its  existence.”

physical  Education 

I am  indebted  to  the  Chief  Education  Officer  for  the  following 
Report  on  physical  education  in  the  schools. 


« Rising  costs  and  cuts  in  expenditure  have  ctnsiderahiy  reduced  the 
purchase  of  new  equipiient  and  necessary  replacements#  Despite  these  restrict- 
ions sound  progress  In  all  branches  of  Physical  Education  has  been  maintained, 
and  teachers  are  to  be  thanked  for  their  enthusiaan  and  willingness  tc  work 
under  difficulties# 


Following  the  publication  by  the  Ministry  of  the  two  new  books  cn  Physical 
Education  - «Movlng  and  Growing”  and  "Planning  the  Prograimne,”  which  replace 
the  1933  syllabus,  arrangemerXs  were  made  for  a series  of  courses  in  Physical 
Education  for  Teachers  to  be  held.  The  first,  for  Infants*  Teachers,  was  held 
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in  February  and  over  l4o  teachers  attended*  The  Ccurse  fcr  Junior  School 
Teachers  was  held  In  May  and  139  teachers  attended* 


An  ^outdoor  gymnasium’  was  installed  at  the  new  Laumack  C*P. School. 
In  addition  large  fixed  apparatus  in  the  indoor  hall  and  large  and  anall 
equipment  for  use  inside  or  cut  was  provided,  and  this  School  is  new  the 
best  equipped  in  the  Borough.  Good  progress  has  already  been  made  and 
physical  education  is  certainiy  taking  its  rightful  place  in  the  school 
curriculum. 


Games  and  Athletics 

Increased  interest  in  tennis  is  shown  in  Secondary  Schools,  though 
facilities  in  the  schc>cls  are  inadequate  and  oourneys  have  to  be  made  to  the 
courts  in  the  Corporation  Parks.  The  inter- school  cricket  league  continues 
to  work  successfully,  and  much  coAching  is  done  in  the  schools  with  the 
Group  Coaching  Scheme.  Blackburn  Schools  have  been  affiliated  with  the 
County  Association,  and  the  town  team  had  a successful  series  of  Inter-town 
matches  during  their  first  full  season.  Six  Blackburn  teachers  hold  the 
Group  Coaching. Prof iciency  Certificate  of  the  Lancashire  Youth  Cricket  Council 
and  one  teacher  the  M.C.C.  Coaching  Certificate. 


The  usual  annual  competitions  in  football  and  netball  for  Secondary 
and  Primary  Schools  were  well  organised  and  much  enthusiaan  shewn. 


All  Secondary  Schools  held  their  own  Athletic  Sports  and  two  inter-.- 
school  competitions  were  held  at  Pleckgate  Playing  Fields.  Inter-school 
sports  were  held  in  five  areas  for  Primary  Schools  and  a Final  at  Pleckgate 
Playing  Fields. 


Teachers,  members  of  Blackbuna  Schools  Athletic  Association  are  to  be 
thanked  for  their  interest  and  enthusiaan  in  organising  these  inter-school 
events,  and  for  so  willingly  giving  cf  their  free  time  to  do  so. 


Swimming 


Swinming  Galas  were  held  by  most  of  the  Secondary  Schools  and  a keenly 
contested  inter-school  gala  was  held  at  the  end  of  the  season. 


Examinations  for  style  certificates  took  place  in  July  and  the  percent- 
age of  entrants  passing  the  standards  required  showed  a considerable  increase 
on  last  year. 


A lecture-demonstration  on  Swimming  Style,  for  women  teachers,  was  well 
attended  and  much  interest  was  shown  in  the  standards  required  for  each.  Style 
Certificate.  This  was  followed  by  a similar  demonstration  for  Men  Teachers 
at  Freckleton  Street  Baths. 
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Once  again  the  high  number  of  awards  of  the  Royal  Life  Saving  Society 
has  been  maintained*  Bangor  Street  Boys*  Secondar;’  Modern  School 'gained 
the  ^%ude  Russell  Rose  Bowl  and  Sir  John  Singleton  Trophy  In  open  competition 
with  schools  in  North  East  Lancashire  for  the  fourth  successive  year.

A variety  of  dancing  has  been  taught  in  the  Secondary  Schools,  including 
Folk  Dances  of  the  British  Isles  and  cf  many  European  Nations,  some  ballroom 
dancing  and  seme  movement  with  music  which  has  often  resulted  in  children 
composing  their  own  dances  or  studies.
